He told the 
committee that the area to be 
landscaped is 38 acres and

Regional sewer 
study started 


The regional sewer study 
to examine the implications 
of St. Albert providing 
service to the Town of 
Morinville and parts of the 
MD of Sturgeon will be 
undertaken by Stanley Asso- 
ciates on behalf of the town. 
The committee of the whole 
voted 7 to 0 in favour of 
spending up to $9,400 on the 
study. 

Mayor Plain explained that 
he had not yet received 
information from the Mini- 
ster of Environment regard- 
ing the grant available for 
the study but had been 


informed that the.town would 
be expected to pay $2,400 
minimum for the study (as 
yet unconfirmed). He sugg- 
ested that a recommendation 
approving up to $9,400 for 
the-purposes of.this study 
should be made until confir- 
mation regarding the other 
funding of the study could be 
made.

the lake covers four acres. 
The feature would be fresh 
water and fed by a well. A 
fountain situated in the 
centre of the lake and a 
single pipe aeration system 
would ensure adequate aera- 
tion of the water, keeping 
algae levels down and dis- 
couraging weed growth while 
providing sufficient oxygen 
to support fish. 

Mr. Rogers noted that it 
was the intention of BACM 
to complete the lake, walk- 
ways, seeding and landscap- 
ing in 1975. There will be 
approximately four miles of 
cycle paths and walkways in 
the area which extends from 
the south-west corner of 
Lacombe Park to the existing 
northern boundary. 

The facility will be turned 
over to the town in two years 
time and Mr. Rogers was 
asked to give the approxi- 
mate maintenance cost of the 
lake feature.

Town votes support for radio station 


The committee of the 
whole voted 7 to 0 Monday 
night in favour of recom- 
mending to council that they 
endorse St. Albert Broad- 
casting’s application for a 
radio station in St. Albert 
when the application goes 
before the C.R.T.C. 

Mr. Bob Russell and Mr. 
T. R. Proctor, representa- 
tives of St. Albert Broad- 
casting, attended the meet- 
ing and stated that they were 
seeking support of their 
proposal rather than merely 
having council’s endorse- 
ment of any proposal for a 
radio station in the area. Mr. 
Russell also noted that he 
wanted a member of council 
to attend the C.R.T.C. 
hearing which could take 
place in early February of 
1976. 

Mr. Russell said that he 
also wished to confirm that 
the majority of shareholders 
in St. Albert Broadcasting 
were residents of the town, 
the station would be opera- 
ting on a 24 hour format and 
that the programming would 
be St. Albert oriented. 

Coun. Throndson wond- 
ered if the station would 
actually be a St. Albert 


station and if the advertising 
market would be drawn from 
St. Albert and was informed 
by Mr. Russell that the 
C.R.T.C. would make the 
radio station live by its terms 
of reference and advertising 
would be solicited from 
Edmonton businesses. He 
noted that prime time would 


be offered to St. Albert 
businesses before soliciting 
advertising from the Edmon- 
tou market area. Mr. Russell 
also noted that the St. Albert 
Chamber of Commerce had 
endorsed the proposal. 
Mayor Plain wondered if 
the cultural aspects of the 
area would be included in the 


format of the station and if 
French would be part of the 
programming. Mr. Russell 
noted that while there is a 
French group in the town far 
more residents would be 
English speaking. He point- 
ed out that there is a French 
radio station which the St.

4-way stop proposed at Churchill & Grandin 


A report included in the 
‘‘mini-monthly’’ covers the 
flashing light at Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue and Gran- 
din Road. The administrator 
reported that he did not 
recommend the installation 
of a flashing warning light 
and proposed that a four-way 
stop intersection would pro- 
vide additional time for 
drivers to select the proper 
lane. 

Coun. Throndson express- 
ed concern regarding the 
installation of the four-way 
stop, saying that he was not 
convinced that this type of 
traffic control would be 
effective. Mr. Byron stated 
that traffic counts taken at 


the intersection indicate that 
the zone is a borderline case 
for signalization but the 
expense of close to $40,000 
was excessive at this time. 
He said that signalization 
would be reconsidered when 
the stretch of Sir Winston 
Churchill Avenue between 
Grandin Road and Perron 
Street was widened. 

Coun. Throndson wond- 
ered how long the four-way 
stop sign would be in place 
and was informed that the 
signs would be in place for a 
trial period. Mr. Byron noted 
that if a chaotic situation 
results then the signs will be 
removed.

Dog droppings worry council 


Included in the monthly 
report for the month of May 
from the town administrator 
Mr. R. L. Byron is infor- 
mation concerning the ‘‘con- 
trol of defecation by dogs in 
public grounds.”’ 

Coun. Barry Breadner 
moved that the matter be 
referred to staff to study the 
situation and to see ,if 
something could be legisla- 
ted to deal with the problem. 
He felt that animals defe- 
cating represented a health 
hazard in Canada as well as 
in the United Kingdom 
(circulated information in the 
monthly report indicated that 
concern is growing in the 
U.K. regarding this matter) 
and noted that a recent 
article in a Calgary news- 
paper reported that Cana- 
dian medical authorities are 
concerned. 

Mayor Richard Plain won- 
dered what type of legis- 
lation could be introduced to 
deal with the problem and 
how such legislation could be 
enforced. 

Coun. Throndson felt that 
there could be some method 
of dealing with the situation 
and felt that having the dog 
owner ‘‘pick up’’ after the 
pet would help. 

Speaking to the motion, 
Coun. Garry Wetsch notad 
that he would like to see how 
such a case would be dealt 
with in the court room. 

Coun. Smith noted that 
40% of the animals picked up 
by the animal control officer 
in the past six months have 
had to be destroyed because 
owners have not claimed 
them, which she felt in- 
dicated that the residents of 
the town should be encour- 
aged not to have pets if they 
were not intending to take 
care of them. 

Coun. Fyfe noted that the 
increase in the license fee 
had intended to discourage 
people from having pets.

A light plane caused a stir 
Sunday morning about two 
miles north of St. Albert as it 
appeared to ‘‘buzz’’ a section 
of Highway Two. 

As the plane passed over 
the highway, just missing 
telegraph wires, a number of 


motorists pulled over on the ° 


highway either to watch the 
spectacle or for safety’s sake. 
The low flying incidents 
occurred around 11 a.m., and 
another light plane was seen 
“‘skylarking’’ just three mi- 
les north-west of the other. 
In one fly past, the plane 
came in low from the east, 
made sure that telegraph 
wires were not hit and then 
plunged to about 15 feet 
above the highway before

continuing low over a field. 

The St. Albert detachment 
of the RCMP were aware of 
the incidents and said 
Tuesday that if the pilots 
were up to any hanky panky, 
‘‘then the MOT will have 
some words over it.’’ 

A spokesman for the 
RCMP said that one of ‘‘our 
men was wondering about 
it’’ (the low flying) and we 
started an inquiry with the 
MOT.”’ 

RCMP are not releasing 
any names but said that they 
had.talked to the two pilots 
involved in the incidents at 
an air strip just north and 
west of St. Albert. 

However it seems that the 
reason for the low flying 
which disturbed some Sun- 


day motorists was crop 
spraying. If in fact that was 
the case, crop sprayers have 
to have a special permit and 
this casts a different light on 
the low flying. RCMP said 
they enforce Federal Aero- 
nautics Act regulations re- 
garding safe altitudes, but 
crop Sprayers are exempt 
from such regulations as the 
nature of their work demands 
very low flying sometimes at 
the 15 foot level. 

Apparently crop spraying 
is not common around these 
parts and an RCMP spokes- 
man said that this was the 
first time he had heard of it 
round here. 

Whatever the reason for 
the low flying Sunday, 
RCMP said that the pilots

It’s time to go home. You climb into your car after a morning 
at the office. You head out across the backyard towards the 


sidewalk and the road. 


Suddenly, almost against your will, like a reflex action, 
you've slammed on your brakes. Just as you were preparing 
to get out onto the road, a young cyclist makes you change 
your plans quickly as he glides across your field of vision, a 
bare three feet in front of your car. You thank God for your 
quick reaction time as the stunned and bewildered 
youngster stops to reflect for a moment that if you hadn’t 
reacted in time, he may have been nursing some nasty 


bruises or worse. 


You continue your journey home. Your jangled nerves 
having recovered only to see another potential accident, 
only this time thankfully, it’s 150 yards ahead of you. 
Another bike happy youngster has taken it into his head to 
make a mad dash out on to the road. This time he shows 
even less caution, swerving madly out on to the wrong side 
of the road. To rub salt into the wound the youngster takes 
his time to pull back on to the right side of the highway. 


These kind of incidents make you wonder. Even if you are a 
defensive driver to the point of paranoia, this is still no 
guarantee that you will not hit some unsuspecting 
youngster. And that is a very unnerving state of affairs. 


It seems that very little can be done to instill into our young 
cyclists that once they are on the read, they take their life 
into their hands, as even the most defensive driver cannot 
make much allowance for the totally unexpected.

School graduates 
lack basic skills, 
study reveals 


Our secondary schoo] sys- 
tem is producing graduates 
who lack basic skills and 
who, in an increasing per- 
centage of cases, are func- 
tionally illiterate, said S. F. 
Hughes, executive director 
of the Canadian Chamber of 
Commerce, at a Rotary Club 
luncheon June 19 in Hamil- 
ton. 

Mr. Hughes based his 
remarks on a national study 
conducted by the Canadian 
Chamber. Letters sent to the 
heads of Canadian univer- 
sities and community coll- 
eges posed the question: 
what has happened to 
schooling in fundamentals, 
and how can one assess what 
a student has learned? The 
letter asked for comment and 
for suggestions as to what 
remedial action (if any) was 
being taken. 

120 replies were received 
-- 50 from universities and 70 
from community colleges, 
said Mr. Hughes. Excluding 
the ‘tno comment’’ replies, 
there was an overwhelming 
consensus (74 - 15) that high 
school graduates were lack- 
ing in basic skills. 

English and math emerged 
as the chief villains, said 
Hughes, with 63 respondents 
stating that high school 
graduates were deficient in 
both. 

Regional responses were 
consistent with the national 
consensus. 

Of the 120 respondents, 56 
said they had remedial 
programs to teach basics that 
ought to have been learned 
in secondary school. 

‘The overall response to 
the survey indicates a con- 
cern over the fact that an 
increasing percentage of 
first-year (university) stud- 
ents are functionally illiter- 
ate,’’ said Mr. Hughes. He 
quoted one senior academic 
who described the situation 
this way:

reached Canada. The child- 
centered school . . . would be 
a vast improvement over 
anything that we had ever 
attempted. The child-cen. 
tered school needs imagina- 
tive teachers who have every 
quality and virtue in the book 
- and then some - but he or 
she must be able to 
‘motivate’ each child to learn 
... Lessons must be lively 
and entertaining, there must 
never be a dull lesson, drills 
are taboo unless the teacher 
can invent games that are 
ingenious forms of drills. 
Memorizing is never enter- 
taining, memorizing there- 
fore is out. If the child 
doesn’t like his or her lesson, 
either the teacher is a dud or 
the system is at fault. 
Learning the multiplication 
tables is stultifying, acquir- 
ing a legible hand by doing 
exercises in penmanship is a 
bore, learning how to spell 
and how to write a sentence 
that has a head and a tail isa 
crashing bore. . . Any child 
that we know accepts the fact 
that playing the piano, figure 
skating or playing hockey 
requires knowledge of the 
rules, practice and repeti- 
tion. But we mustn’t have 
that kind of thing in the 
schools. Nor can we have 
tests to measure achieve- 
ment, grasp of a subject. 
That might confront a child 
with failure and in our 
system the child never fails, 
ihe teacher does or the 
system does.’’ 

On the positive side, one 
comment (5% of the res- 
pondents) was: 

‘*Let us emphasize our 
belief that the secondary 
schools are doing excellent 
work in many areas. We find 
that our students 
demonstrate considerable 
strength in discussion groups 
and in their willingness to 
state and express opinions, 
They are quite active in 
verbal expression generally 
and are outspoken in their 
views.”’ 

As to what could be done 
about the unsatisfactory level 
of student skills, most 
respondents did not claim to 
have the answers, said Mr. 
Hughes. Many respondents 
warned against a return to 
‘‘examinations,’’ and cau- 
tioned that whatever was 
done should not interfere 
with the ‘‘freedoms’’ in 
education that have been 
achieved. 

At the same time, the 
respondents were almost 
unanimous in calling for 
return to the basics and some 
form of discipline. 

In concluding, Mr. Hughes 
stressed that ‘‘it is not to be 
expected that today’s youth 
will work for 25 years in one 
place, or even in one 
vocation. Their basic need is 
to be educated for change, 
not isolated from change. We 
cannot guarantee them stab- 
ility or security. They will 
have to live with success oF 
failure, fear and frustration. 
It would be a disservice to 
shield them from these 
experiences while they are In 
school, and to thrust them 
unprepared into a world of 
competition when they 
leave.”’

The week long period of 
festivities leading up to 
Canada’s national holiday, is 
co-ordinated by an active, 
non-profit, nonpolitical or- 
ganization known as the 
Canada Committee. Mem- 
bers of the Committee re- 
present each of Canada’s 
provinces and territories and 
they are joined in a common 
goal: to bring Canadians to a 
better understanding of one 

another. The culmination of 
the committee’s year long 
efforts is Canada Week. 
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Canada Week activities 
take many forms. There are 
picnics, parades, film festi- 
vals, historical pageants, art 
and essay contests, sport 
events, concerts, teach-ins, 
social projects, and exhibi- 
tions of all kinds. But one 
spirit infuses them all - 
hundreds of thousands of 
Canadians are celebrating 
the achievements of the past 
and affirming their faith in 
Canada’s future.

The 
differences between Cana- 
dians can then be used to 
unite rather than divide, to 
strengthen Canada rather 
than weaken her. And this is 
to the direction that the

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St. Albert resident Jack Bowen’s part 
in Mad Trapper Arctic War 


By Jim McIntyre 
Great Canadian bush pilot 
‘‘Wop’’ May and the Mad 
Trapper of Rat River are 
dead and gone, but there are 
a few characters left in St. 
Albert whose eyes brighten 
as they recall their in- 
volvement in a 54 day 
“Arctic War’’ 34 years ago. 
For one there’s 74 year old 
Jack Bowen of 13 Greenview 
Crescent, Wop May’s engin- 
eer, who actually flew Wop’s 
Bellanca so Wop could take 
some pictures as they car- 
eened after Albert Johnson 
before he made it to the 
Alaska border from Aklavik, 
NWT. Jack is no stranger to 
the North and used to be on 
the mail run from Fort 
McMurray to Fort Smith 
before he was called out from 
Vancouver to help Wop 
handle his flying assigriment 
with the Mad Trapper. 
Then there’s Father Jo- 


seph Serrurot, 76, of the St. 
Albert Mission, an Oblate 
priest who was stationed at 
the Aklavik Mission in 1932. 
He was there just when the 
Albert Johnson saga really 
broke. He says that he 
wasn't directly involved in 
the attempt to get the man 
who had seriously wounded 
two RCMP officers and killed 
another. But the Akiavik 
Mission, which according to 
Father Serrurot had 100 
mouths to feed anyway, 
helped feed the RCMP and 
their dogs with dried fish and 
pemmican while Johnson’s 
energy was leaking out into 
the Arctic vastness. The 
Mission’s best huskies were 
also made available to the 
posse, hell bent on getting a 
man who according to the 
Eskimos and Indians was 
**bad’’ and put the fear of 
God into you.

Serrurot keep a close tag on 
the ever dwindling number 
of men who had their brush 
with one of the Arctic’s 
classic legends. 

Recenily a trapper, Noel 
Verville passed away in 
Victoria, B.C., and he was 
one of the men that Wop and 
Jack must have seen as they 
swooped in low over dogs 
and men on the Eagle River 
as Albert Johnson made his 
last stand. 

On the plus side, Father 
Serrurot is sure that Indian 
Interpreter Lazarus Sittich- 
inli, who timourously told 
him of the murder of RCMP 
Constable Edgar Millen is 
still alive at Aklavik. 

And while the famous Wop 
May died in 1956, of all 
things of a heart attack 
climbing a small hill in 
Montana, Jack Bowen says 
that two of the men seriously 
wounded by the Mad Trap- 
per are still alive. They are 
Army Sergeant Earl Hersey 
who was hit on the Eagle 
River by Johnson and also 
Constable Bruce King. 

Recently Pierre Berton 
pricked the memory of Jack 
and Father Serrurot on a 
Channel 13 documentary 
about the Mad Trapper. On 
that show, there were photos 
shown from the Dick North 
book, The Mad Trapper of 
Rat River, published in 1972 
by MacMillan. Some of them 
were the originals taken by 
Wop and Jack as they took in 
the drama from 2,000 feet. In 
the book there are also 
pictures of Jack and Wop as 
they stood beside their 
Bellanca aircraft before hea- 
ding back out into the bush, 
to keep the Royal Canadian 
Signals at Aklavik in touch 
with the Mad Trappers 
movements. 

According to Father Serr- 
urot, that book is very 
accurate, except that in the 
back it refers to Jack Bowen 
living in Edmonton not St. 
Albert. 

Father Serrurot, who was 
born in France in 1899 and 
came to Aklavik as a Mission 
assistant in 1930 points out 
that hunting and fishing for 
the school and hospital made 
il impossible for him to join 
the hunt for Johnson. He 
remembers that Lazarus 
asked for prayers to be said 
for 
Millen. 

‘*We all saw Johnson 
dead,’’ he said, ‘‘and the 
children of the school were 
very excited - he had a snarl 
on his upper lip and the 
children all imitated it.’’ 

The big mystery about 
Johnson is that no one to this 
day knows who he really is. 
Sources across the North 
refer to a man with a ‘‘look of 
death in his eyes.’’ But this 
seems to be a gross slur on 
his real character, Some say 
that he had been jilted and 
had taken to the solitary life. 
He certainly had no love for 
his fellow human being, but 
yet he was known to be 
extraordinarily gentle with 
animals. 

Father Serrurot knows that 
Dick North is still trying to 
get definitive evidence on the 
origins of the Mad Trapper, 
but if you ask the RCMP 
about him, even after a 10 
year search, they still can’t 
tell you who he really was. 


the dead Constable, 


Father Serrurot speaks of 
Albert Johnson this way. 
“‘He was a very shrewd man, 
not bad in a way, and very 
experienced (as a bush man). 
He could travel for 40 days 
without fire and he nearly got 
to Alaska; then they couldn’t 
have touched him even with 
a plane.”’ 

‘*He once put his snow 
shoes on backwards,’’ said 
Father Serrurot and literally 
ran circles around the posse 
following him. 

Jack Bowen still remem- 
bers Father Serrurot from 
Aklavik and he has a host of 
other memories of the North 
which he can soon bring back 
with his vast collection of 
photographs. They must 
have been sent back and 
forth across the American 
continent many times to 
people who want tocatcha 
little Arctic fever. The maj- 
ority of the pictures were 
taken by Jack himseif. 

He has pictures of RCMP 
officer Art Fielding based in 
Aklavik in the 30’s who is 
now married with his wife 
and two little girls in St. 
Albert. 

There are other pictures of 
Roland Amundsen's ship 
‘Polar Bear’’ which used to 
make it, ice conditions 
permitting, every summer to 
the Western Arctic from 
Hudson's Bay. 

Jack's brother Duncan, 
now deceased was no mean 
photographer and he has 
shots which he took in the 
30's of Charles Lindberg’s 
round the world flight and a 
stop off point at Aklavik. 

There are hosts of other 
pictures which show many of 
Jack’s Indian and Eskimo 
friends in the Western Arc- 
tic. Included in these are 
shots of the whaling station 
at Hershell Island in the 
Beaufort Sea during its more 
action packed days. Then 
there are also photos of 
Jack’s mail runs by horses 
and sleigh from Fort McMu- 
rray to Fort Smith. The mail 
run used to take two weeks in 
temperatures of 50 below. 
Jack recalls that he used to 
wear light clothing else 
movement would have been 
impossible and he used to 
sleep in the bitter cold, 
snuggled in his sleeping bag, 
nostrils twitching at the 
Arctic chill. 


JACK BOWEN’S 
MEMORIES 


Jack recalls that he used to 
run the post for the old 
Northern Trading Company 
at Aklavik in 1929 after he 


had come in from Fort 
McPherson, 
He used to take long 


hunting trips with Frank 
Riddell, one of the men who 
shot Albert Johnson. That 
was why he was chosen to fly 
with Wop, his knowledge of 
the North being as extensive 
as his mechanical expertise 
with aircraft. 

Some trips he remembers 
would last as long as six 
weeks in locations like 
Prudhoe Bay and the North- 
ern Yukon. But there was 
never any danger of starving 
to death because in those 
days caribou and other game 
were so plentiful. And not 
only caribou. Jack can tell 
you of the time when he saw 
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JACK BOWEN of St. Albert with his collection of pictures 
taken in the North and during the epic chase for the Mad 
Trapper of Rat River 40 years ago. All the tales he can tell 
you about the north are tall and true. 


a heard of moose 60 strong in 
the Old Crow Flats and also 
of the moose which literally 
swam on to his scow on the 
Mackenzie River. The moose 
put up one hell of a fight, but 
when the game was over, 
Jack was in much finer fettle 
than the moose which gave 
him a more than plentiful 
meat supply. 

Jack had ieft the North 
before the Mad Trapperin- 
cident. In fact he was in 
Vancouver when Wop told 
him to get back North so that 
he could fly with him and 
trail Johnson. Since both 
Wop and Jack had plenty of 
practice zooming down on 
wolf packs and caribou, 
which Jack reckons could clip 
along at 40 - SO mile an hour, 
they should have found the 
Mad Trapper no problem, 
even though he nearly made 
it to the Alaska border. 

After the saga of Albert 
Johnson, you might have 
thought that life tamed down 
a little for Jack Bowen. But 
you would be wrong. It 
wasn't long before World 
War Two broke out. Perhaps 
at that point misanthropist 
Johnson turned over in his 
grave in Aklavik moaning ‘'l 
told you so.”’ 

Jack and some friends 
joined up with the Armed 
Forces and headed to Europe 
for a bit of the action. But 
Jack was turned back in his 
tracks to take a post at an 
Edmonton training base wh- 


ere he overhauled Fairey 
Battles. Oxfords and Ansons 
which were being used to 


‘ train Canadian pilots for the 


-war effort. 

This was a far cry from the 
days when Jack would take 
Boston doctors into the 
Nahanni Headless Valley on 
floats to do a spot of hunting 
in one of the world’s last 
great wilderness areas. Or 
the days when Jack hob- 
nobbed with Stan MacMillan 
who brought out the uranium 
from Great Bear Lake which 
helped to make the bombs 
which cinderized Hiroshima 
and Nagazaki. 

Jack retired four years ago 
his son taking over as 
salesman for Edmonton 
Concrete where his father 
was employed after working 
in Devon from 1950-60 in the 
car business. 

But as long as there is a 
gold filling in Jack's teeth, 
he has one in the front, he 
will never be able to forget 
his connection with Albert 
Johnson. For when the 
RCMP took the body for its 
burial in Aklavik they found 
three sets of gold mounted 
teeth in a little bacon tin 
around the broken man’s 
neck. Malicious rumour had 
it that these were gaudy 
relics from men whom John- 
son had murdered. But no 
one really knows whose teeth 
they were. They certainly 
weren't any of Jack Bowen's 
gold fillings.

Morinville gets sophisticated 
telephone system 


An $888,000, AGT project 
will be completed on Satur- 
day, June 28 in Morinville, 
Hon. Dr. Allan Warrack, 
Minister of Utilities and 
Telephones announced Tue- 
sday. 

Alberta Government Tele- ~ 
phones installed electronic 
switching and computerized 
equipment in the exchange 
to provide faster, more 
reliable telephone service. 
Pushbutton calling will also 
be available for business and 
residential customers. After 
the new system is in service 
on Saturday, telephone cust- 
omers are reminded it is 
essential to dial all seven 
digits of a telephone number 
to complete a call. 

A building extension to the 
exchange almost tripled the 
size of the office to provide 
space for approximately 30 
tons of new equipment. 
Initially, 2400 lines were 
installed but the computer 
can be expanded to 4800 
lines and telephone num- 
bers. 

Within the past five years 
telephone service require- 
ments in Morinville increas- 
ed nearly 30 per cent, from 
696 assigned telephone 
numbers in 1970 to 982 
numbers today. The rapid 
increase is related to resi-

dential expansion and busin- 
ess development in the area. 

Electronic switching and 
computerized equipment has 
several advantages over the 
replaced mechanical step-by- 
step equipment. All elec- 
tronic computer control cir- 
cuits are duplicated to ensure 
uninterrupted service via the 
second system if necessary. 
The computer can detect and 
diagnose any problems with- 
in its system and print out a 
report on the maintenance 
and control console. Correc- 
tions and changes to the 
system can be easily and 
quickly made using handy 
plug-in replacements or en- 
(ering new information in the 
program. 

The new facilities also 
include automatic number 
identification equipment wh- 
ich registers the number of a 
customer Direct Distance 
Dialing (DDD) a long dis- 
tance call. Operators will 
only be required to register 
the number of customers 
having mulli-party service 
(more than one person on a 
line) when they make DDD 
calls. 

It will not be necessary to 
man the building and the 
equipment will be checked 
by AGT personnel out of St.
